WASHINGTON  -  Senator  Robert 
Dole  (Kansas)  Chairman  of  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  markup  of  the  next 
tax  bill  will  begin  on  June  8. 

As  reported  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
Ivy  Numismatic  Journal  Update,  it 
is  imperative  that  a  tax  bill  be 
presented  for  consideration  by  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee  so  that 
the  repeal  of  the  Collectibles  Provi¬ 
sion  may  be  added  as  an  amend¬ 
ment.  Now  it  appears  as  though  the 
time  for  the  tax  bill  has  arrived. 

The  next  step  for  the  repeal  move¬ 

ment  is  permission  from  Chairman 
Dole  to  allow  amendments  on  the 

tax  bill. 

As  chairman,  Senator  Dole  controls 
the  pace  of  the  tax  bill.  To  allow 
amendments,  all  of  the  Finance 
Committee  members  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  add  amendments  as 
the  members  see  fit.  To  allow 
amendments  obviously  slows  the 
progress  on  the  tax  bill.  To  restrict 
amendments  speeds  passage  through 
the  Committee.

Senator  to  the  issue  of  the 
Collectibles  Provision.  The 
Washington  attorneys  for  the  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  Numismatic 
Professionals  may  then  contact  your 
Senator  with  confidence  that  your 
Senator  is  aware  of  the  interest  his 
constituents  have  in  the  issue.
